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As we go to press the country awaits the news of who will succeed Margaret 
Thatcher in 10 Downing Street. The No Turning Back group of MPs within the 
Conservative party with its strong views on immigration, refugees and law and 
order is sitting on the sidelines waiting to pounce. Norman Tebbit has raced in 
to prop up John Major’s candidacy and in the wings the increasingly far-right 
Monday Club and Western Goals are trying to exert their influence. 

But let us hope that the message of disapproval from the country at large 
after Tebbit’s “cricket test” remarks will have a strong influence on the next 
incumbent at Number 10. 

Other questions arise such as what will now happen to the War Crimes Bill, 
which the government promised to place before Parliament again this session. 
Will the next Prime Minister have the same commitment to passing this 
legislation? And what of the government’s failure to address itself, despite 
public, community and police objections, to the need to curb hate literature in 
this country? We wonder if it will also go ahead with legislation to stamp out 
racism on the football terraces as it recently promised. 

Searchlight’s editor has just returned from a speaking tour of the USA, 
visiting New York, Kansas City and Atlanta, where he witnessed what can 
only happily be described as a relaunching of a multi-racial civil rights 
movement at the conference of the Center for Democratic Renewal, which was 
held under the title, “democracy versus racism and bigotry”. 

When Congress voted out the 1990 Civil Rights Bill by one vote, David 
Duke, a Klansman and elected state legislator from Louisiana, looked on from 
the public gallery in glee and explained to the press that Washington was 
moving towards his views. His near election to the Senate in the recent US 
elections has sounded a warning alarm to all decent Americans. And in Britain 
and Europe we should also not be sleeping so secure in our beds, as 
membership of the German nazi parties explode and Le Pen goes on gaining 
political credibility in France. 

News from within the National Front in Britain is that they have had word 
from Le Pen’s party officials that if they can keep on cleaning up their act, they 
will at some time in the future get some financial backing from their comrades 
in France and Germany. It begs the question as to where the already 
overflowing coffers, £100,000 so far for their 60 candidates at the next general 
election, have come from. 

The campaign to sign up 500 people for the Searchlight fighting 500 fund 
raising appeal is off to a good start. Do not forget to fill in your forms and get 
them off to us.

As we go to press the Attorney General 
and the Director of Public Prosecutions 
are still hiding behind a cock and bull 
story that the criminals responsible for 
the bulk of racist and antisemitic hate 
material in circulation in this country 
cannot be traced. This is utter nonsense 
as the names of these people are 
common knowledge. 


Members of Parliament are now really 
angry over the Government’s failure to act. 
More than 100 MPs have signed an early 
day motion calling for action against racist 
and antisemitic literature. 

Questions put down in the House of 
Commons in October by MPs Michael 
Latham and Greville Janner again got no 
sensible or reasonable response. At one 
point the Attorney General claimed that 
only two cases had been drawn to his 
attention, neither of them by organisations 
representing the Jewish community. So 
what has happened to the 19 cases about 
which the Board of Deputies gave 
information to the police and Home 
Office? Have they just been left to gather 


Two months later — and of course it 
could have been a coincidence — came 
the announcement ofa police search for 
the body of a murdered child at the car 
park of the Satmar Synagogue in Clap- 
ton, East London. A number of ques- 
tions are now being asked about this 
search by the perceptive and well- 


informed. 

The Times and The Guardian, both of 
Wednesday 30th May, gave the fullest acc- 
ounts of the affair. The Times stated:

dust? As the Commissioner of the 
Metropolitan Police himself referred 
publicly to these 19 cases, something must 
be going very wrong behind the scenes. 
The statistics show that when action 
against racist publications is taken in the 
courts, convictions are often obtained. 
We ask our readers, if you know of racist 


material in circulation, inform your MPs, 
the police and, if the material is anti-Jewish 
or anti-Moslem, community leaders as 
well. 

Is it unreasonable to ask why Parliament 
passes laws if the Government does not 
intend to enforce them? The Government 
should act now. 
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BAN THEM 


In the wake of the growing level of racial 
and anti-semitic violence, which is 
sweeping Europe both east and west, 
the increasing distribution of hate 
material by racist and  neo-nazi 
organisations, and _ following two 
extensive reports by European 
Parliament Commissions of Enquiry, 
which found hard evidence of the 
criminality of organisations like the 
British National Party, we feel it is 
incumbent on us, as_ elected 
representatives to the European 
Parliament from areas where such 
organisations operate, to make this 
statement. 

Taking on board the fact that most 
democratically constituted parties in 
Britain are now giving consideration to 
the introduction of proportional 
representation, and in the light of the 
National Front’s stated intention to 
return to the ballot box with a minimum 
of 60 candidates at the next general 
election, we now think protest is not 
enough and a legal ban on such lawless 
organisations should be considered. 

The existing public order, race 
relations and  telecommunications 


legislation in Britain should suffice to 
stop the worst excesses of these 
organisations. But the failure by 
successive governments to tackle this 
problem of criminal organisations using 
the laws Parliament has passed supports 
our contention that only an outright ban 
on neo-nazi and racist groups will have 
any effect. 

Those who argue that any ban might 
affect fringe groups of all kinds must 
grasp the fact that neo-nazi and racist 
organisations are the only ones who are 
advocating genocide and are already 
taking the first steps to a more racialist 
and violent society by their day to day 
actions. This is not true of any other 
political groupings in our society. 

Neo-nazis in Britain, with long 
criminal records for violence, 
paramilitary organisation and the illegal 
possession of firearms and who have 
advocated “medical measures to secure 
the future of the British race”, cannot be 
left alone even to succeed partially. 

In Britain there has recently been 
public debate on Satanism and its effects 
on youngsters. Perhaps there exists a 
greater danger to our youth in the guise

of nazi and racist ideas and activities. 

The way in which fascist movements 
in France, Germany and_ other 
European nations are mounting a three- 
pronged attack, using the ballot box, the 
boot and the bomb, must act as a dire 
warning to us all. Five years from now 
Britain could be a very different place if 
the economy continues to worsen. 
Crimes of violence are _ already 
commonplace and such crimes directed 
against sections of our community by 
manipulative groups of neo-nazis, which 
target mainly young people, are a real 
threat to our future stability as a nation. 

The time has come to root out this 
cancer in our midst.

CRIMINAL CONSPIRACY 


In the last 12 months there has been no 
better evidence of the criminal nature of 
British neo-nazi groups than the 
activities of the Greater Manchester 
branch of the British National Party. 

Searchlight can now reveal the true 
face of this fragment of the nazi scene in 
all its frightening detail. Our special 
investigators operating inside the BNP 
and co-operating with other anti- 
fascists in watching, recording and 
videoing the activities of this criminal 
gang have once again spelled out the 
danger they pose to this country and all 
its citizens. 


Manchester fascists have a long track 
record of violent activities dating back to 
the pre-war days of the Mosley blackshirts 
who had several active branches in the 
area. In the late 1940s mini pogroms 
against the local Jewish community were 
not unknown, but the fascists also faced 
active resistance. 

In the 1970s, during the National Front’s 
heyday, there were marches and serious 
election campaigns. As the NF went into 
decline and John Tyndall’s neo-nazi British 
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National Party started to operate, the 
hardliners ranging from old Mosleyites to 
former NF officials found their way into the 
new group. 

For a long time Searchlight and other 
local anti-fascists suspected that like in 
many other parts of the country the BNP 
was maintaining a two-tier system of 
operation and activity. First there was the 
semi-public face with attempts, mostly 
frustrated, to hold indoor rallies at which 
Tyndall and other leading fascists spoke, 
regular branch meetings and trips away to 
various marches, as well as attendance at 
international gatherings such as those held 
each year in Diksmuide and participation in 
the Belgium-based Odal Ring. 

The second tier consisted of a group of 
activists drawn from inside and outside the 
BNP’s Manchester branch, and a number 
of people with “special skills” on whom they 
could call from time to time. 

Below we record some events in the life 
of the branch and its activities through the 
eyes of Searchlight’s mole and in the words 
of some of the key members. 

The leading figures in the BNP’s 
Manchester organisation are Gordon Gee, 
an old Mosleyite and fanatical nazi; Alan 
Payne, who works for British Rail and was 


a founder member of the local NF branch 
back in 1968; and mystery man Mark Jones 
(if this is his real name). This last man is the 
inspiration for those activists who want to 
do more than just talk about “actions”. 

A man from Blackburn whose first name 
is Austin also appears overly keen to be 
active and on most occasions that he visits 
the branch he makes at least a £20 
donation. The branch maintains close links 
with Ken Kelly of Rochdale who was 
exposed by World in Action in 1981 as a 
supplier of illicit weapons to the far right. 
The BNP’s recently relaunched Rochdale 
branch has sought the support of both Kelly 
and the Manchester activists. 

Our mole was puzzled by the double 
standards of the key activists and officers. 
For an organisation that is supposed to be 
law abiding, against terrorism and madly 
patriotic, its members’ views on subjects 
ranging from Sadam Hussein to the Royal 
Family are rather odd. 

Prince Charles is described at branch 


-meetings as a “nigger loving poof” and 


Princess Di as “only being interested in 
blacks and queers with AIDS”. Sadam 
Hussein is viewed as a_ benevolent 
character who is going to “do over the big 
noses in Wall Street and Finchley”.

IN MANCHESTER 


But it is Gee’s fanatical devotion to the 
Third Reich that sounds the strangest, 
coming as it does from a paid-up member of 
the local British Legion branch. Gee is 
always at loggerheads with the BNP’s head 
office and in particular with Richard 
Edmunds, whom he describes as a traitor, 
but he is still happy to be the main 
purchaser and distributor of Edmunds’s 
hate sheet, Holocaust News, in the north 
west region. 

Gee is always the butt of remarks about 
not putting enough into branch funds when 
he can afford to travel to Austria and 
southern Germany every year where, as he 
tells people, he is proud to march with SS 
veterans “whose side we should have been 
on in the last war”. He is forever quoting 
his nazi mates, saying “national socialism 
will rise again”. 

However the branch should not be too 
worried whether he coughs up the odd 
donation because in July it had £1,086 in its 
account. But as the officers put it “not a 
word to head office or they will take it off 
us”. It is here we catch wind of the north- 
south divide in the BNP with Payne and 
Gee ranting on about how well heeled the 
southern branches are, with their small 
businessmen who can easily put their hands 


in their pockets for the movement. 

But then again does the branch know 
how well off Alan Payne is, with £8,000 in 
his bank account and a good little fiddle 
going on at Victoria railway station in 
Manchester where he works. He manages 
to obtain free or subsidised travel to 
demonstrations for BNP members by 
claiming they are members of his family. 

Payne was exposed in Searchlight a few 
years ago as the man who was plotting to 
kidnap Sri Lankan refugee Viraj Mendis 
who had taken sanctuary in a local church. 
Payne claims to have distributed nearly 
10,000 copies of Holocaust News in the 
north west. Along the way he and his mates 
joke about the fools in the BNP who 
actually pay for the copies they distribute 
when Edmunds is only too pleased to send 
thousands of copies for nothing to get them 
off his shelves. 

Payne has another hobby — sending hate 
mail of the sickest nature to his political 
opponents. Searchlight editor Gerry Gable 
and his family received such filth earlier 
this year after the NF publicised his home 
address. Tests showed letters written by 
Payne to be identical to the hate mail. 

Branch meetings are held at the Mother 
Macs pub in the city centre, without the 


knowledge of the publican. They have 20 to 
30 members present, but the real business 
is often conducted outside the meeting in 
the bar or elsewhere away from the lay 
members and guests. 

One man who slips in and out of these 
gatherings is Steve Smith, a man connected 
with the Ku Klu Klan and a regular visitor 
to both German and US paramilitary neo- 
nazi groups. Looked upon by some BNP 
members as a bit weird after he adopted a 
German name, he is a biker with a violent 
streak who tours the country with two 
panniers full of illilcit nazi material he 
imports from abroad. He is the person 
behind the “White Workers” posters which 
appeared in the Manchester area around 
the time of the attacks on the local Jewish 
cemeteries. 

Earlier this year Searchlight warned local 
Jewish community leaders of the danger 
the community was facing. One of them, 
Joe Nathan, was the number one target. In 
BNP branch meetings members cheer at 
every abusive remark about Jews and 
Asians. Activists were being asked to 
distribute anti-Jewish material and were 
given money to buy paint spray cans to 
daub Jewish buildings. But they were also 
asked to prepare to step up action later in 
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the year by tracing the names and addresses 
of the city’s leading Jews. Members were 
sent to local libraries to check out voters’ 
lists and to monitor the local and Jewish 
press for clues. 

So it came as no surprise that on the same 
July weekend that the main Jewish 
cemetery at Blackley was attacked and 72 
graves desecrated, BNP activists were 
given posters and stickers to take into the 
Jewish area as part of a pincer attack — one 
prong attacking the cemetery and the other 
plastering the area with hate material. 

Instrumental in arranging the hate 
material distribution were Payne, Gee and 
the mysterious Mark Jones. But among the 
team that actually carried out the attack on 
the cemeteries was Michael Calton, a man 
with a very long history of association with 
hardline nazism in Britain and a conviction 
in the late 1960s in Nottingham for an arson 
attack on a synagogue. Gee and others say 
he fled to France after the attacks. Mark 
Jones also absented himself from the 
branch for some time afterwards. 

Ten days later, when a second attack 
took place in Manchester, Jones was in 
London where the very same _ posters 
appeared in Stamford Hill. 

Gee appeared deliberately to be courting 
prosecution by announcing they would 
leaflet Manchester schools with hate 
material. Gee, who claims the police 
visited him after the graveyard attacks, 
treated the law with disdain and said that as 
long as they stuck to anti-Jewish material 
the law could not touch them. 

The branches in the region sometimes 
take on an international air with visitors 
like the Jew-hating crank, Harry Mullen, 
from Scotland, and German ex-SS men and 
Spanish fascists popping in.

But most of the time the Manchester 
branch is in a gloomy mood because of 
Searchlight's advance notice of its 
forthcoming activities. In particular two 
major events this year were messed up. 
These were the Mitre Hotel rally for the 
“Friends of Mosley”, to which Gordon Gee, 
an old Union Movement member, was so 
looking forward, and the John Tyndall rally 
at the Parker Hotel, which degenerated 
into fiasco. Once again Richard Edmunds 
gets the blame for his insistence, despite 
branch pleas for secrecy, that the events 
should be publicised. Thank you, Richard. 

The October branch meeting was packed 
after the arrival of most of the active 
members of the new Rochdale branch. 
Word has it that most of them are very 
young “Paki bashers” not too interested in 
the Third Reich but more in local blood 
letting. Their spokesman boasted “our girls 
are worse than our lads”. Searchlight is still 
interested in identifying the man who, just 
before the meeting started, asked “What 
about the shotgun”. Yes, exactly what 
about the shotgun? 

There is a serious chance of heavy racial 
confrontation in Rochdale over the coming 
months unless action is taken to divorce 
angry youths from gun-toting nazis like 
Ken Kelly. 

Searchlight has only published a 
fragment of the information we have 
gathered about this one branch. We appeal 
to our readers, and those members of the 
BNP who feel that the violence they are 
planning could get out of hand, to locate 
Mark Jones for us and to inform us when 
Michael Calton resurfaces in Britain. 

The criminal activities of this branch are 
of course little different from other BNP 
operations throughout the country. . 


GLASGOW NAZI 
THUGS JAILED 


The British National Party suffered four 
more casualties last month when the 
Glasgow Sheriff’s Court sent a team of 
them down for 12 months apiece. 

The case arose out of a revenge attack 
on a left-wing meeting last January when 
a group of nazis lured a solitary member 
of the Socialist Workers’ Party out of a 
meeting into an ambush. 

The man was hit with sticks and 
bottles and kicked while on the ground. 
He needed hospital attention for his 
injuries including 13 stitches in his head. 
One of his fingers was also broken. But 
an attempt to stab him went wrong and 
the nazi wielding the knife struck one of 
his own officers in the leg. 

The police identified four young men, 
all local BNP members, as the attackers. 
It appears the attack was in reprisal for 
the BNP being prevented from holding 
any successful meetings in Glasgow or 
Edinburgh in the weeks before.

The men _ were baby-faced Ian 
MacMillan, 20, unemployed; Brian 
Ross, 23, described in court as a security 
guard who had worked at the Royal Mint 
in London; Health Board clerk Derek 
Stevenson, 18; and Craig Chapman, 18, 
who was on a YTS scheme. 

Sheriff Andrew Lothian told them: 
“I am determined that people will not be 
able to use violence to stop others 
exercising their political beliefs”. 

Another man reported on the scene 
was Steve Cartwright, a former BNP 
organiser, who has told everybody he has 
gone abroad but is thought to be in the 
south of England. Well-known local 
football hooligans are also believed to 
have been present. 

This month threatens to see the return 
of the BNP to Scotland for further 
trouble making. 


43 Group — 
still on guard 


It was difficult to imagine that these 
grandparents, enjoying a round of 
sandwiches, had done anything more 
threatening than raising their voices. 
The 43 Group, whose reunion was held 
last month, is a reminder not to be 
deceived by appearances. 


Established in early 1946 by Jewish ex- 
servicemen and women, the 43 Group was 
no talking shop. It was founded in response 
to the reincarnation of an evil they believed 
vanquished in the war. The realisation that 
nazis were stalking the streets of Britain 
was too much to tolerate. These Jews had 
only survived the death camps by dint of 
their geographical location. This time 
things would be different. With military 
training and a powerful hatred of fascism 
and nazism, they would not stand idle. 

A fascist meeting at Whitestone Ponds in 
Hampstead was the spark which ignited the 
43 Group. Gerry Flamburg (an_ ex- 
paratrooper), Len Sherman (ex-RAF), 
Len Rollnick (ex-Guards) and Morris 
Beckman (ex-Navy) chanced upon the 
meeting while out for a drink. Morris 
Beckman recounts this story with glee: 
“When we got out of the car we heard the 
old obscenities. Jews were being accused of 
being alien war profiteers and killing ‘our’ 
boys over in Palestine”. Gerry led the 
incensed group into action. The paper 
sellers (Britain Awake) were floored whilst 


without the 43 Group. 


speaker Jeffery Hamm’s platform was 
overturned sending him tumbling. The four 
returned to Maccabi House (a Jewish 
community centre) and called a meeting to 
inaugurate the group. 

What cannot be contested is the 
effectiveness of the group’s actions. It was 
open to Jews and non-Jews alike. Its policy 
was to clear the streets of the fascist 
scourge. The group was organised on a 
quasi-military basis, divided into cells 
throughout the country which could be 
mobilised by a secret codeword. Simul- 
taneously it campaigned for public support 


Students continue ‘proud history’ 


A major anti-racist initiative was 
launched in October by the National 
Union of Students, Union of Jewish 
Students and Student and Academic 
Campaign for Soviet Jews. In response 
to growing concerns about the rise of 
racism and_ anti-semitism across 
Europe, East and West, the three 
organisations came together to hold a 
video and speaker tour which attracted 
large audiences to its nine meetings. 

The lynchpin of the tour was the video, 
Strangers In This Country, an 
independently-made film about the current 
situation facing the Jews of the Soviet 
Union. Based on interviews with Soviet 
Jews, academics and neo-fascists, the video 
showed how the decline of official state 
anti-semitism has been mirrored by a 
frightening increase in popular Jew hatred, 
resulting in the emergence of a large 
number of pan-nationalist, chauvinist 
organisations variously calling for the 
forced expulsion or murder of Soviet Jews. 
As the food queues grow longer the need to 
find scapegoats becomes greater and the 
fear of pogrom intensifies. 


Scapegoating 
The theme of scapegoating was also taken 
up in speeches outlining the disturbing 


trend of racial intolerance throughout 
Europe. The upsurge of organised, 
confident and often politically ‘respectable’ 
extremist neo-fascist groups was 
righlighted as was the rising levels of racist 
abuse and violence which characterise the 
heightened hostility towards Europe’s 
immigrant and ethnic minority 
communities. 


Worrying 

Students at the meetings then wrote a series 
of letters to their own MP, the Prime 
Minister and the Home Secretary raising 
the issues of antisemitism in the USSR, the 
European Parliament’s report into racism 
and xenophobia and its subsequent 77 
recommendations, and the issue of anti- 
semitic race-hate literature disseminated in 
Britain. 

The next step in the campaign is a lobby 
of Parliament on 22 November which the 
organisers are confident of being a success. 
Stephen Twigg, the President of NUS, 
commented: “Students have a proud history 
of active involvement in the campaign 
against racism and fascism. It is imperative 
that we continue that tradition and do our 
utmost to ensure our elected represen- 
tatives in Parliament take immediate action 
to stem this worrying trend”. 


All sweetness and smiles, Oswald Mosley tried a post-war return to politics — he reckoned 


through its broadsheet On Guard, arguing 
for legislation to ban fascist marches. 

After the speeches the reunion 
concluded with questions from the floor. 
These reflected concern over the growing 
antisemitism in this country and the 
renewed threat of fascism. Many praised 
the work of Searchlight. All warmly 
welcomed the group of student anti-fascist 
activists who attended the meeting to 
present the 43 Group with their modern 
version of On Guard, which aims to 
continue the propaganda campaign into the 
next generation. 


DAUBERS 
BACK IN 
DUNDEE AND 
WEMBLEY 


Nazi daubers struck the Jewish cemetery 
in Dundee in October, an area that was 
the target of attacks on both the Jewish 
and the Asian communities earlier this 
year. 

In Wembley, which was also on the 
receiving end of nazi desecrations earlier 
this year, Forty Avenue Synagogue was 
the target of an attack by two men of 
Afro-Caribbean appearance. 

The men dropped a silver paint spray 
can as they fled after being disturbed by 
the caretaker. They had daubed a silver 
swastika about a foot square on the 
building. The men are described as clean 
shaven with very short hair and one had 
the initial J or T shaved into his hair 
style. 

Could these characters be friends of 
the Blood and Honour gang who hit the 
area earlier this year? Some _ key 
members work as bouncers alongside 
black criminals and appear to share a 
dislike for Jews and Asians.

The armpit of British politics 


October’s issue of The Flag reports the 
important news from the annual general 
meeting of the National Front. The headline 
declares: “Cranks and Loonies 
Proscribed!”. 

Take care with a headline like that. The word is 
‘proscribed’ — not prescribed. How can the 
National Front suddenly decide that it doesn’t 
like cranks and loonies? Who are these people, 
qualified by sanity, to issue such a proscription? 
Fascist crackpots don’t like calling their kettles 
black. 

Let’s assume, for the sake of argument, that 
the proscribers themselves are normal and 
untouched by any hint of crankiness. The picture 
above the headline does not inspire confidence. 
It shows NF chairman, Ian Anderson, hands 
tucked under armpits and teeth firmly clenched. 
He definitely looks a man who knows a thing or 
three about cranky obsessions. 

Anyway, the annual general meeting decided 
“to proscribe from the National Front anyone 
holding dual membership, helping with activities 
or giving financial support to a variety of 
organisations”. A variety of organisations: that’s 
clarity for you. But just in case the clarity is not 
clear enough, the paper adds: “The message was 
very clear to those whose preferences range from 
wearing jackboots to dressing up in sheets with 
holes in them”. Ah, that sort of crankiness. 


The Great Schism 


We can’t see Mr Anderson’s footware. But we 
can see he is wearing a suit and tie. There’s a 
photo of the AGM crowd applauding Chairman 
Anderson. No one appears to be dressed in a 
sheet, with or without holes. Clearly the cranks 
and the loons had already departed by then. The 
only people left were wearing suits and hush 
puppies. A good way to prevent the right arm 
from shooting upwards in an embarrassing 
gesture is to fold one’s hands into the safety of the 
armpit. 

For more on the loonies, turn now to 
Vanguard, also published by the National Front. 
The October/December issue has an article by 
Dave Jones about the strategy for the future. As 
these articles must, the piece starts with the past. 
There’s a brief history of the National Front. To 
read Mr Jones, one would have thought that all 
the loonies had long left the ranks of the NF. 

Mr Jones mentions that the NF did not contest 
the last general election. This was the “product of 
the 1986 schism”. It seems that the ‘1986 schism’ 
has passed into NF folklore. What did you do 
during the Great Schism, daddy? I put my palms 
underneath my arms. How heroically sensible 
you were, daddy. Yes, son, I wasn’t a loony. 

Mr Jones has a few more things to say about the 
schism: “With hindsight, the departure of certain 
loonies during the split did the party a favour in 
the long-term, but in the short-term it had a 
devastating effect”. Now that’s a curious thing. If 
the loonies had left in 1986, why, four years later, 
is it necessary to proscribe them again? 

As always, one should pay especial attention to 
the semantics. 1986 saw the departure of ‘certain 
loonies’. The uncertain ones remained. And so 
did the cranks. You know, the sort of uncertain 
loony who is liable to associate with a variety of 
organisations with dubious footware. 
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But it’s more than sheets and shoes — duvets 
and cobblers. Mr Jones is writing on strategy, 
advocating that the NF should put up 50 
candidates at the next general election. It’s time 
to be a serious political party. Time to appear 
statesmanlike. No kinky boots. No hoods and 
burning crosses. Just hands in armpits. Eyes 
focused on the middle distance. Cranks? Us? 
You must be loony. 

Mr Jones outlines the path to be taken by the 
seriously normal party. The party should not 
contest seats in which it does not expect to do 
well. That writes off the campaign, you might 
think. Back to the sheets. But not so fast. The 
standards that Mr Jones is setting are not exactly 
crippling: “We should aim to maximise the total 
vote and try to ensure that the average vote per 
candidate does not fall below 1%”. One per cent 
is to be the yardstick of success. 

Even this figure might present problems for 
some constituencies, such as Manchester 
Central: “In my opinion it would be better to have 
even paper candidates in these seats than none at 
all”. As opposed to uneven paper candidates? 

There is one area that the NF is eyeing up — 
Yorkshire. The Leeds Branch “has decided that 
our priority target at the next general election will 
be Dewsbury”. But that’s not the full extent of 
ambition: “We are also seriously looking at the 
possibility of extending our effort into a twin 
strike to include Batley”. 

Quite obviously, if the party hopes to impress 1 
per cent of the voting public of Dewsbury and 
Batley, the loons must be kept out of sight. 
There’s a picture of “Yorkshire activists on a 
paper-sale drive”. Six young men. Not a sheet in 
sight. It’s all tee-shirts and slacks. Two of them 
are smiling. What’s amusing them? We don’t 


know how the photographer is dressed. 

The party is going to concentrate within 
Yorkshire. The West Riding is the unlucky area 
to be selected for special attention. North 
Yorkshire is a bit of a write-off: “Personal contact 
isn’t simple”. Too many dales. “All the same, the 
geographical problems fail to damp _ our 
members’ ardour”. That’s a curious sentence 
about which it is better not to speculate. 

The Front contested the Bradford North by- 
election in November. The Flag introduces the 
candidate: “Bob Tenney, a gritty Yorkshire- 
man”. The headline is all alliteration: “Bulldog 
Bob: For a Better Bradford”. The gritty bulldog 
wears tie, spectacles and_ half-smile. One 
presumes he does not associate with a variety of 
organisations. 

So it’s clean-up time. The senior members of 
the party are dreaming of television interviews. 
No, Sir Robin, there are no loonies or cranks in 
our party; as a matter of fact, Sir Robin, we 
proscribed them all. No, not prescribe, ha-ha. 
What was that, Sir Robin? The latest issue of 
League Sentinel? Surely not. 

The League Sentinel is published by the openly 
nazi League of St George. It offers pictures of 
Hitler, swastika lapel badges, and, as a special 
offer, SS cuff-links. This is the organisation for 
the most certain of cranks. There, on page 8, are 
two advertisements of interest: The Flag, 
“Britain’s largest circulation nationalist 
newspaper” and Vanguard, “Britain’s best 
nationalist magazine”. 

The sheets have not been washed white 
enough. And as the party cranks itself up for 
electoral action, all you still hear is crank, crank, 
crank. 
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AS FAR as Britain's IRA enemies are 


Blood & Honour Mad bomber turns vigilante 


nazi jailed 


Nearly a year after the event six neo- 
nazi skinheads were finally sentenced 
for their involvement in a vicious attack 
with pool cues and a metal bar on the 
owners of the Kasbah club in 
Sunderland. One of the owners of the 
club suffered two cracked ribs, a 
broken nose and cheek bone, and 
needed twenty stitches to his face. The 
gang of thugs, who had turned up at the 
club to attack a member of a local 
progressive band, included members of 
the Blood & Honour band, Skullhead, 
and their followers known as Skullhead 
Security. 


Gang leader Neil Carter was jailed for 
nine months for his part in the attack. 
Of the eight-strong gang six admitted 
causing violent disorder. These included 
the band’s guitarist, Craig Bond, who 
works at the Eden Vale public works 
department, sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment suspended for two years, 
and bass player Spencer ‘Spin’ George 
Brown, who was placed on probation for a 
year and ordered to pay £250 costs. 

Other members of the gang were Paul 
Dryden and George Graham, who each 
received a £150 fine plus costs, and Gary 
Mitchell, who was fined and placed on 
probation for 12 months. 

Skullhead has been associated with a 
long history of violence which includes 
leader Kev Turner receiving a four year 
prison sentence after glassing someone, 
and also being convicted prior to that for 
assaulting a pensioner. Amazingly Turner 
was allowed to play gigs with the band on 
his weekend leave. 

In July last year an attack was carried out 
on a Youth Employment Project in 
Sunderland. Something in the region of 
£3,000 worth of damage was caused to the 
premises and the walls were daubed with 
Blood & Honour graffiti and “Skullhead 
Security” (see Searchlight, No.172). No 
prosecution was brought against those who 
carried out the attack despite Searchlight 
naming Craig Bond, Gary Mitchell, Paul 
Dryden and someone known as ‘Dean the 
Rockabilly’ as being involved. 

Skullhead plays a leading role in the nazi 
skinhead scene and has released an album 
through the West German company 
Rockerama_ called “We Want the 
Airwaves” and a few singles. A number of 
gigs have been held in the North East over 
the last year organised by Kev Turner 
including a St George’s Day gig, which was 
attended by Newcastle NF organiser John 
Harwood and over 350 nazi boneheads. 

North East anti-fascists have been 
disappointed that stiffer sentences were not 
meted out to others involved in the attack. 
The political nature of the people involved 
was omitted from articles in the local press 
and they followed only the line of the 
defence, namely that the incident was 
merely a clash between two local punk 
bands. 


The Redbridge branch organiser of the 
British National Party, Tony Wells, also 
known as East or Lecomber, is out on 
bail charged with making an affray in 
London’s East End two months ago and 
is under serious police investigation for 
another assault. But there is no keeping 
a mad nazi down. 

Despite his two previous convictions for 
criminal damage and the making of a nail 
bomb and possession of hand grenades and

- AHMED RAMI AND THE JEWISH WITCH- 


Earlier this year Searchlight reported 
on the trial against Swedish revisionist 
historian Mr Ahmed Rami, a producer 
of Radio Islam’s broadcasts on the 
Stockholm Community Network. 
Charged with over 60 counts of racist 
slander and found guilty on 18 of them, 
Rami was sentenced to six months in 
prison — a stiff sentence in Swedish 
terms. He immediately appealed 
against the verdict: the second trial 
however, which ended late in October, 
only confirmed the previous conviction. 

While Ahmed Rami can now look 
forward to spending time in the slammer (a 
second appeal to the Government Court is 
likely to be ignored), he is not exactly 
showing signs of reconsidering his wicked 
ways. His previous antisemitic activity has 
met with a hesitant but quiet approval in 
neo-nazi circles. One of the few magazines 
to voice support for Rami (or at least scorn 
of the trial) is the National Paper, a 
rambling kitchen table production by 
veteran fascist Ulf Hamacher, leader of 
one faction of the ever-disintegrating 
Swedish National League. 

Rami’s latest effort, however, a 500-page 
book expounding details of a sinister 
Jewish conspiracy against the world in 
general and himself in particular, is 
destined to make him a household name 
among hardcore revisionists. The book, 
titled Jewish witch-trial in Sweden, was 
rushed into print by Rami’s own publishing 
house, Kultur, just shortly before the 
beginning of the second trial. Among 
revisionist insiders it is already talked 
about as a conspiracy classic and reportedly 
is being translated into English by a yet 
unnamed publisher. Odds are that Ahmed 
Rami is gearing up to become the new 
international mega-star on the revisionist 
skyline. 
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Ahmed Rami's 500-page doorstop 
purporting to detail a worldwide conspiracy 
against the world in general — and himself in 
particular. 
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Ahmed Rami has travelled a somewhat 
odd route to his Stockholm jail. Born in 
1946 in Morocco, his political awakening 
was heavily influenced by the then 
fashionable Nasserist Movement which 
swept the Arab world and attracted the 
youth of the 1960s. Following a bfief stint 
as a teacher, he joined the army as a career 
officer. He was soon promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant and attached to the Moroccan 
general staff. Ostensibly a leftist radical, 
Rami now joined forces with General 
Oufkir, old-time muscle for King Hassan IT 
and famed for engineering the 1966 
kidnapping and torture murder of the 
Moroccan socialist exile, Ben Barka, in 
France. 


Plotter 


Following an abortive rebellion put down 
by Oufkir in 1971, the general was 
promoted to the highest echelons of power 
as Chief of Staff of Morocco’s armed 
forces. A year later General Oufkir, with 
Ahmed Rami as his main aide, made his 
own play for ultimate power in an 
attempted coup d’état against King 
Hassan. The coup, for which Rami was 
reportedly the chief strategist, failed under 
mysterious circumstances and led to the 
swift execution of a dozen top army 
officers. Ahmed Rami was the single 
plotter of importance to escape Morocco 
alive, although he was later sentenced to 
death in his absence. 


Radio Islam 

A political refugee, Rami made Sweden his 
new home. For a number of years he played 
an insignificant political role as an 


unofficial spokesman for a loosely termed 
“Moroccan opposition” in exile. According 
to his own story — as told to the court — he 
visited Israel in 1982, where he became 
“aware” of the Palestinian situation. 

In 1985 he formed the Swedish-Islamic 
Association (SIA), a shadowy organisation 


Nazism equals Judaism equals Israel;

He then turns the argument around 
suggesting antisemitism equals anti-racism 
and democracy. In other words, you are 
either a supporter of Radio Islam or a Jewish 
agent. 


often believed to be little more than a 
vehicle for Rami’s own ends. Officially the 
SIA aims at “building friendship between 
the Swedish and the Islamic people” as well 
as to “help promote the struggle of the 
Palestinian people”. Using _ left-wing 
rhetoric the SIA also pledges its support for 
an anti-racist, anti-fascist and  anti- 
imperialist struggle. It was soon clear, 
however, that rhetoric aside, the SIA’s 
main interest was the promotion of pure 
and simple antisemitism. 

By March 1987 the SIA had launched 
Radio Islam with twice weekly broadcasts 
on the Stockholm Community Network, 
which is open to any political organisation, 
religious congregation, student or sports 
club, etc. In spite of its name, Radio Islam 
had very little to do with religion or indeed 
the Arab world. The broadcasts, hosted by 
Rami, instead gained notoriety as the vilest 
expression of antisemitism in post-war 
Scandinavia. Among other things, Radio 
Islam gave voice to a number of traditional 
nazi conspiracy theories: 

@ The Jews are an evil people and there is a 
world-wide Jewish conspiracy to destroy 
peace, freedom and democracy. 

@ The Jews aim at corrupting the morals of 
other peoples by promoting 
pornography, prostitution and crime. 

@ The Jews were behind the Russian 
revolution as well as the atrocities of 
Stalinist Russia, where they designed 
and helped run Siberian slave-camps. 

@ The Jews control the western media as 
well as most political, industrial and 
economic institutions. 


Links with the far right 


Linking antisemitism with support for the 
Palestinian struggle, Rami soon became a 
source of embarrassment for serious 
Palestinian activists. At first he aimed at 
getting the support of the PLO office in 
Sweden. He was met with less than 
enthusiasm: a source connected to the PLO 
told Searchlight they considered Rami an 
agent provocateur or a nut — or a mixture 
of both. They also believe Rami is only

exploiting the Palestinian plight for his own 
ends. As if to confirm this allegation, when 
Rami failed to impress the PLO he turned 
around and is now claiming that the PLO 
leaders in Sweden are agents of Israeli 
intelligence. 

But journalists were soon able to confirm 
that Rami’s connections are not with the 
Palestinian left but rather with the Swedish 
far right. A key figure behind the launching 
of Radio Islam was Mr Christopher Jolin 
(also known as Erik Niloj, Sigvard 
Castenberg, Erik Johansson and other 
names), a former high ranking member of 
the racist organisation, Keep Sweden 
Swedish, and a _ veteran antisemitic 
propagandist who has worked as a 
correspondent for, among others, the nazi 
journal, Nation Europa. 

Using one of his cover names, Jolin 
became Rami’s mentor and helped set up 
Radio Islam, where he was a frequent guest 
on Rami’s early talk shows. Jolin’s 
association with Rami was so close that he 
was in fact entrusted with writing parts of 
the political statutes of Radio Islam. 


“Intelligent” antisemitism 


During his Radio Islam broadcasts Rami 
worked hard at establishing an image of 
himself as an inviolable academic and 
serious critic of Judaism. Few were 
convinced by his' performance and 
following his sentence the broadcasting 
authorities closed down Radio Islam, 
leaving Rami without a forum. His new 
book, Jewish witch-trial in Sweden, marks 
his return to the limelight as well as a 
departure from any remaining claim of 
seriousness. The new Ahmed Rami has cast 
all pretence aside and appears as a fully 
developed conspiracy theoretician with a 
persecution mania. 

At first sight the book is a 500-page 
diatribe against “conspiring Jews and 
Jewish agents” who have “staged a racist 
show-trial” against him for “daring to speak 
the truth”. According to Rami his very 
sentence is ample proof that Swedish 
justice is in the grip of “fanatical Jews”. 

All this sounds familiar. Ahmed Rami, 
however, is in possession of a few qualities 
sadly lacking in the ordinary run-of-the- 
mill nazi theoretician: namely intelligence 
and a certain degree of scholarly insight in 
academic arguments. Ahmed Rami is no 
fool. On the contrary, he is an unusually 
well-educated and gifted intellectual with 
an uncanny ability to mix fact and fantasy. 
Let us add that he is also a rather charming 
individual with a fair amount of personal 
charisma, and we end up with the makings 
of a very successful pseudo-scientist. 

As any pseudo-scientist knows, the trick 
of the trade is not to persuade the audience 
that your current pet theory is correct, but 
to convince the potential believer that the 
arguments supporting the theory — no 
matter how outlandish — are as valid as 
those of any given opponent. This is called 
trade craft, and Ahmed Rami knows the 
rules of the game better than most. True to 
the pseudo-scientist form he picks his 
arguments where he finds them. He 


snatches arguments from the left and the 
conservatives alike, not caring if the end 
result is contradictory. By mixing Bible 
interpretations with anti-imperialist 
rhetoric, and mythology with the real life 
suffering of the Palestinians, he erases the 
distinction between the real and the unreal. 
The bottom line is to give a new face to 
antisemitism; to make racism appear 
reasonable and seemingly intelligent. 


Nazi revisionism 


Basically there is no difference between 
Rami’s brand of revisionism and that of the 
hardline nazis: in fact, the two become the 
same as Rami uses every nazi revisionist 
argument in the bag and invents a few of his 
own. The frightening aspect is that Rami is 
a far better hand at revisionism than most 
of his current colleagues. 

Rami gets into high gear when, in a 30- 
page chapter of his book, he analyses the 
infamous Protocols of the Learned Elders 
of Zion. When, during his trial, he was 
chastised for broadcasting the Protocols, he 
attempted to slip away by referring to them 
as “historically interesting”. He now brings 


the argument a step further by actually 
“proving” that the Protocols are authentic 
“Jewish documents”. This feat, which is 
accomplished in an argumentative 
roundabout way, is rarely attempted even 
by nazi hardliners, who are usually satisfied 
with assertive declarations of their validity. 

Rami’s arguments are, needless to say, 
rubbish. Still, they come across as elegant, 
polished and almost attractive historical 
facts. 

Another topic high on Rami’s agenda is 
Holocaust denial, where a_ previously 
hesitant attitude has been replaced with full 
alignment with the US-based Institute of 
Historical Review — “a serious research 
institute branded nazi by fanatical Jews”. 
Veteran revisionists such as Arthur Butz, 
author of The Hoax of the Twentieth 
Century, Paul Rassinier and Robert 
Faurison are introduced as serious political 
scientists. And of course, that noted and 
respected British historian David Irving is 
heavily featured for the first time in 
Sweden. 

We wager odds that Ahmed Rami will 
soon be a star lecturer at IHR seminars.

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Racist tide ‘beneath the surface’ 


A detailed inquiry has revealed a 
horrifying level of everyday racial 
harassment of Asian people in east 
London. The authors of the report say 
that most London boroughs and many 
other parts of the country experience 
the same level of harassment and that 
there are clear implications for policy at 
a national level. 


On some estates in east London families 
nail their letter boxes shut to prevent petrol 
being poured through them. In 1981 
Parveen Khan and her three children were 
burnt to death when the family’s home was 
‘set on fire. 

Children as young as five are spat at on 
the way to school and women are forced to 


@ NAZI RING 


A leading American neo-nazi visited Britain on 3 
November to address a meeting of Ring UK. Ring 
UK is the British arm of a European neo-nazi 
network and is closely linked to the British 
National Party. 

Alexi Erlanger, 76, is a former member of the 
Hitler Youth and runs the American sister 
organisation of the Liberation Movement of the 
German Reich, a German neo-nazi group. 
Wearing a death’s head badge and a tie clip 
shaped like a Luger pistol, Erlanger addressed 80 
young members of Ring UK in a West Midlands 
pub. He praised the nazi Third Reich and spoke in 
hushed tones about his “Fiihrer’” Adolf Hitler, 
whom he met when a young lieutenant in the 
Wehrmacht.

@ FIRE BOMB 


An Asian man returned home from work to find 
his home in flames after a petrol bomb attack. Mr 
Mohammed Akhtar, of Sparkhill, Birmingham, 
was at work when the fire started, just after 
midnight. Luckily, his wife heard the noise and 
managed to get herself and three children out to 
safety. 

A fire brigade spokesperson said a home-made 
bomb had been thrown at the house, smashing 
through the living room window. Furniture was 
showered with glass and blazing petrol, causing a 
severe fire.

@ SECURITY GUARDS KEEP WATCH 


Security guards have been employed to give 24- 
hour protection to black families on a Southwark 
housing estate. One black family moved out of the 
Cherry Gardens Estate in Rotherhithe, after the 
initials NF were carved on the door. Ironically, 12 
families have been moved to Cherry Gardens to 
escape racial harassment elsewhere. Police are 
now called in to prevent trouble when black 
families move in. 

Existing residents in the largely white area 
formed the Cherry Gardens Action Group to win 
affordable housing for local people only. Some 
members objected to black people settling in the 
area at a public meeting between the group and 
Southwark Council. 

Housing chief Mark Howarth said that people 
must be allocated housing according to need, 
regardless of where they live in the borough. 

He pointed out that the council is only building 
new housing in the northern, predominantly 
white areas of Southwark.

@ RACE UNIT DISSOLVED 


The decision by Manchester City Council to 
merge its race and equal opportunities units has 
angered black people. Representatives of the 
Afro-Caribbean, Asian and Irish communities 
have accused the Council of endangering racial 
harmony. The 22 representatives on the race unit 
say they were not consulted about the changes and 
do not wish to be lumped with other groups. 


reported to the inquiry took place at school 
and yet attacks are neither reported nor 
monitored. Mr Neil Gerrard, a former 
council leader and the chair of the inquiry, 
said that racism at school was a major 
reason for black young people choosing not 
to become teachers. 

The report recommends that schools 
consider expelling racist pupils and provide 
a counselling service for the victims. 

Other recommendations include a new 
anti-harassment law, collection of statistics 
of harassment by council and police, and 
training for council solicitors in legal action 
against offenders. The report also calls for 
the training of council staff on the 
implications of racial harassment and a 
clause in council tenancy agreements 
forbidding harassment. 


Louise Deccadis, a black representative, said they 
were not prepared to work with the council under 
the equal opportunities banner. 

The watered down equal opportunities unit 
currently deals with discrimination against 
women, disabled people, and gay people.

@ SLAVERY IN BRITAIN 1990 


Overseas domestic servants, forced to work as 
slaves by wealthy foreign families in Britain, 
receive no protection from the law. 

The slaves, typically young Filipino women, 
include children as young as nine. They are forced 
to work very long hours, have no holidays or 
regular pay, and often suffer from physical and 
sexual abuse. 

Anti Slavery Society spokesperson Alan 
Whittaker said current laws gave no protection. 

“Tt is a real Catch 22 position. If the slaves 
escape and want to work legally, they may be 
deported immediately”. 

Mr Whittaker said it was important to give 
work permits to the workers rather than the 
employers. 

The government is unlikely to act to give the 
slaves civil rights since this could offend wealthy 
visitors. Home Office Minister Earl Ferrers said 
that though he “regretted” the cases of slave 
exploitation, “It is important not to discourage 
those with a substantial contribution to make to 
our prosperity who expect to be accompanied by 
their households when travelling here”.

Bernie Grant MP has warned that 
black people may face new travel 
restrictions after 1992.

@ POLICE COMPLACENCY 


A senior police officer has condemned as 
“scaremongering” and likely to “damage race 
relations” a recent report by the European 
Parliament which estimates that 70,000 racial 
attacks a year take place in the UK. 

Chief Inspector Ken Day, of the Community 
Involvement Branch, New Scotland Yard, said 
that the Home Office figures for 1989 gave a total 
of 4,580 attacks. While he admitted that there 
may be some under-reporting, he claimed that the 
real level of attacks “cannot” be at the level 
suggested in the European Parliament report. 

The police comments’ have provoked 
widespread anger among community activists, 
who point to the evidence for a high level of 
attacks. 

The estimate of 70,000 racial attacks a year was 
based on a survey by the Policy Studies Institute. 
A 1987 survey in the London borough of Newham, 
where police have given high priority to recording 
racial incidents, found that only one in 20 racial 
attacks recorded were reported to the police. One 
in four of the borough’s ethnic minority 
population (estimated at 60,000) had experienced 
racial harassment in the previous 12 months, yet 
the Metropolitan police recorded over 384 
incidents for Newham for the same period.

@ NAZI SQUATTERS 


A group of nazi squatters have been blamed for 
vandalising empty houses in a quiet suburb. 

The houses, in Draycott Avenue, Kenton, were 
bought up 10 months ago by Sainsbury to build a 
giant supermarket on the land. Since then 
windows and fittings have been smashed and 
copper piping ripped out. Inside number 14, 
National Front and nazi slogans, including “‘Hess”’ 
and swastikas have been daubed. 

Sainsbury has now hired security guards to 
keep the vandals out and plans to let the houses 
until planning permission is given for the 
superstore.

DOWN THE DRAIN 


JOHN Donegan recently wrote to the 
Morecambe Press on the question of drains. 
To regular readers of Searchlight this should 
come as no surprise as he like many of his 
fellow rats from his National Socialist 
Movement days must have an intimate 
knowledge of such places. 

Donegan, who now gives the impression 
of being an honest citizen, probably would 
not fool people in the Lancashire resort if 
they knew something about his past. 
Donegan hails from Ireland where in the early 
1960s he was a founder member of Colin 
Jordan’s National Socialist Movement. In 
particular he was close, and weren't they all, 
to Francoise Dior, one-time wife of Colin 
Jordan and a synagogue arsonist convicted 
with compliments of Searchlight circa 1966, 
for which she got 18 months in the nick.

He joined 
Webster’s Titanic venture, the “Our Nation” 
group, which flopped after a few months, 
compliments of Searchlight circa 1984. 

Taking early retirement from his job as a 
baths attendant with Islington council, he 
moved north to enjoy the fruits of his 
investment in cheap property in the north 
east. An attempt last year to revive his 
political fortunes in Morecambe failed after 
he tried to involve Webster in his plans. 

Rumour has it that Martin Webster may 
once again be tempted out of retirement. All 
we can advise him is don’t do it, all is not 
forgotten or forgiven. 


THE BADGER GAME 


THREE months ago a gang of four men and a 
youth were sent to prison for badger baiting, 
a cruel and vicious activity.

Nazi terrorism 
co-ordinator 
convicted 


The international nazi terror co-ordinator 
and ex-SS man, Et Wolsink, was convicted 
for belonging to a criminal organisation, 
possessing racist pamphlets and the illegal 
possession of firearms by a court in 
Alkmaar last month. 

Wolsink was one of six nazis whose 
homes were raided by Dutch police last 
year on suspicion of membership of the 
Dutch section of the Action Front of 
National Socialists (ANS). 

Among the others arrested and charged 
were Wolsink’s right-hand man, the ex- 
Maoist thug Eite Homann, and Richard 
van den Plas, an elected Centrum 
Demokraten councillor in Purmerend. 

The court heard how the ANS is 
organised into two “divisions” in Holland; 
north, led by Homann, and west, led by 
Wolsink. These divisions are in turn 
composed of cells, each with four 
members. 

Wolsink, said the prosecution, had a 
small calibre 6.35mm FN Browning pistol 
while another of the accused, Mark 
Koman, had two rifles, one a Mauser and 
the other a war-time Lee Enfield. Van den 
Plas, who was not convicted because of a 
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Nazis gathering at Diksmuide — scene of their annual pilgrimage to pay homage to nazi 


‘martyrs’. 


legal technicality, was also reported to have 
been in possession of a pistol. 

Neither Wolsink nor Homann made 
statements to the police, except to deny 
membership of and activity for the ANS, 
but in court Wolsink said he was still a 
national socialist and proud of his past. 

At the age of 16, he joined the 
murderous nazi SS and in 1944 transferred 
to a special sabotage unit commanded by 
Otto Skorzeny. 

Sentenced to eight years after the war, he 
served only a year and a half in prison and 
resumed his fascist activities to become a 
key figure in several neo-nazi groups 
including the Viking Youth and a close 
collaborator with the nazi widow Florrie 


Fascist marchers halted 


An attempt by street activists of the fascist 
Vlaams Blok to march through Antwerp 
was stopped by immigrant youths and 
militants of the Anti-Fascist Front at the 
end of October. 

The parade, which had been planned to 
go via the Antwerp suburb of Borgerhout, 
which has a high immigrant population, led 
to violent clashes in which one anti-fascist 
and two fascists were badly injured. 

A few hours after the incidents, an 80- 
year-old man was attacked and beaten by a 
group of immigrant youths and died from 
his injuries three days later. 

In retaliation, fascists fire-bombed 
several premises belonging to immigrant 
organisations and have since used the 
man’s death to step up their campaign to 
justify the Vlaams Blok’s demands for 
repatriation of immigrants. 

The mounting tension in the country led 
the authorities to ban a _ neo-nazi 
commemoration at a war cemetery in 
Lommel on 4 November. Despite the ban, 
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a gang of masked neo-nazis, including ex- 
terrorist VMO boss Bert Eriksen, turned 
up and tried to enter the cemetery. 

Their efforts were a flop. After 
screaming slogans demanding an amnesty 
for fascist prisoners, they beat a quick 
retreat from the police who moved in to 
disperse them. 

The police action may mark the 
beginning of a change in a country where 
fascist infiltration of the police and armed 
forces has become almost legendary. 

The extent of police negligence was 
shown recently by the release of official 
figures which revealed that of 1,266 official 
complaints lodged against racist attacks 
between 1981 and 1989, only 43 ever 
reached a court and in only 14 of these was 
a conviction secured. 

Leading Belgian Social Democrat Fred 
Erdman is now demanding tougher anti- 
racist laws following publication of these 
appalling statistics.

More recently, Wolsink has been the 
international liaison officer for the British 
Movement and its underground section, 
the British National Socialist Movement, as 
well as having close links with German nazi 
chief Michael Kiihnen.

Le Pen immunity 
move fails 


Two attempts to remove the parliamentary 
immunity of French fascist boss Jean-Marie 
Le Pen have failed in the European 
Parliament. 

The moves followed a request from the 
Public Prosecutor in France who considers 
that recent remarks made by Le Pen in the 
French fascist daily, Present, were “an 
incitement to racial hatred”. 

Meanwhile two local leaders of Le Pen’s 
Front National, one a member of its central 
committee, have been found guilty of 
racism by a court in St Nazaire in Brittany. 

The two, charged with “promoting racial 
hatred and defaming a community because 
of its religion”, had published and 
distributed leaflets under the title “No to 
the Islamicisation of St Nazaire”. 

The prosecutions against the fascists for 
the propaganda, which circulated a year 
ago, were brought by several anti-racist 
groups in the city. 


Jews and Arabs 
unite against FN 


Jewish and Arab citizens in Carpentras, 
France, are uniting against the mounting 
threat posed to their communities by the 
fascist Front National. 

Carpentras achieved international 
notoriety last May when a neo-nazi gang 
stormed the local Jewish cemetery and 
desecrated graves, disinterring the body of 
a recently-buried 81-year-old man and 
impaling it. 

Since then, Carpentras’s tiny and 
isolated Jewish community has been the 
subject of much media attention which has 
caused resentment. 

Jewish community leader Moshe Sultan 
has firmly rebuffed attempts to pin the 
blame for the desecration on Arabs and has 
said that there is empathy between the two 
communities because both are victims of 
the fascists. 

So far nobody has been arrested for the 
Carpentras atrocity and there are fears 
about security as explained by the Jewish 
community’s president, Dr Freddy 
Haddad, who said “if we do not speak, it is 
easier to protect ourselves”. 

Meanwhile, the French town of 
Chambon-sur-Lignon has been honoured 
as a “town of the righteous” by the Yad 
Vashem Institute in Jerusalem for its 
rescue of 5,000 Jews between 1940 and 
1945. 

The award, the first to an entire 
community in France, cites the courage 
shown by the townspeople in sheltering the 
Jews in farmsteads and hotels and then 
assisting their escape to neutral Spain and 
Switzerland. 


President accused 
of delaying trial 


The French nazi-hunter, Serge Klarsfeld, 
has publicly charged President Mitterrand 
with complicity in delaying the war crimes 
trial of retired banker Rene Bousquet. 

Bousquet’s trial has again been 
postponed after the appeal court in Paris 
referred the case against him back to 
France’s Director of Public Prosecutions. 

Now the Director of Public Prosecutions 
has decided that the action will have to be 
heard in the same special post-war tribunal, 
the High Court of Justice, that was 
established to deal with nazi collaborators. 

Bousquet was involved in the 
deportation of over 75,000 French Jews and 
the court moves against him have been 
brought by Mr Klarsfeld’s organisation, the 
Association of Children of Deported Jews. 

For over a year there has been legal 
wrangling and the latest delay may well 
ensure that the 80-year-old Gestapo 
collaborator will never face justice. 

Mr Klarsfeld has gathered a mountain of 
evidence against Bousquet who, though 
convicted after the war for collaboration, 
was never called to account for his crimes in 
assisting nazi genocide.

Kuhnen’s troops 
march in Dresden 


Over 300 neo-nazi supporters of Michael 
Kihnen’s Deutsche Alternative 
organisation marched through Dresden on 
20 October shouting “Foreigners Out” and 
“Red Front perish”. 

At a meeting in front of the city’s opera 
building, the fascists sang “Today Germany 
belongs to us and tomorrow the whole 
world” and gave nazi salutes before 
listening to a speech by Kuhnen. 

This latest open display of fascism in the 
former German Democratic Republic is 
significant for two reasons: firstly, it had 
official permission and_ secondly, it 
reflected the growing strength of Kthnen’s 
organisation because it was composed only 
of supporters from the Dresden area. 

The authorisation of the demonstration 
has since caused a storm of bad publicity for 
Dresden’s Christian Democratic mayor, 
Herbert Wagner, who claimed that there 
was no legal basis for him to ban the event. 

Heinz Galinski, leader of the united 
Germany’s 30,000-strong Jewish 
community, however, has _ savagely 
criticised Wagner. He said “this march of 
sieg-heiling vandals is an offence and insult 
to every European who has not forgotten 
the 1930s and 1940s”. 

Under the torrent of adverse criticism, 
Wagner has since gone on record as saying 
that “in future, every request to hold a 
demonstration in the city will be properly 
investigated”. 


Nazis claim 
‘computer files’ on 
opponents 


The neo-nazi Free German Workers’ Party 
(FAP) has started to collect detailed 
information on its opponents, one of its 
leaders, the veteran Hitler-fan, Karl 
Polacek, has admitted in a letter to a trade 
union newspaper. 

Writing to Metall, the paper of IG 
Metall, Polacek confirmed that the FAP 
has been building up computer files of 
“enemies of the German people” for over 
five years and that these data include 
fingerprints and photographs. 

Said Vienna-born Polacek: “The purpose 
of all this information is not only for 
defence but also for punishment of our 
enemies later”. 

Despite its formidable record of racist 
violence, the FAP remains a legal party in 
Germany and _ Polacek’s home in 
Mackenrode near Géttingen was one of its 
four regional offices. It still is an FAP and 
Deutsche Frauenfront contact address and 
is also a distribution centre for neo-nazi 
computer games. 

As for Polacek, he has been convicted 
several times for violence and at the 
moment is free on 5,000 DM (£1,700) bail 
but under police’ investigation for 
attempted murder after an axe attack on an 
anti-fascist woman in July. 


History buried 


Germany’s celebration of last year’s 
opening of the Berlin Wall on 9 November 
has been fiercely criticised by anti-fascists 
and leaders of the Jewish community who 
have accused the German government of 
“burying German history”. 

In particular, critics have pointed out 
that there was little or no mention by the 
authorities of the “other 9 November”, the 
night in 1938 — Reichspogrommnacht — 
when the nazis torched synagogues, 
wrecked Jewish property and slaughtered 
Jews all over Germany. 

In a statement delivered in Munich, 
Jewish community leader Heinz Galinski 
warned of the new nationalism that has 
accompanied reunification. 


Nazi doctor probed 


State prosecutors in Lower Saxony have 
launched a probe into the activities of neo- 
nazi doctor Uwe Jiirgens following public 
allegations that he made members of his 
fascist military sports group dependent on 
him by dispensing large amounts of 
addictive drugs. 

A recent Norddeutsche Rundfunk 
television programme featured a woman 
who had been a member of Jiirgens’ nazi 
“Nordhilfetechnische Ubungs und 
Bereitschaft Staffel” who accused him of 
having punished her by taking away her 
tablets if she refused to fulfil his sexual 
wishes. 

The same woman reported that, apart 
from herself, other blonde women had 
been kept similarly dependent by the 
doctor, whose home is close to the former 
Bergen-Belsen concentration camp. 


Terrorists sheltered 


Evidence is mounting that the former East 
German Ministry of State Security (MfS) 
sheltered fascist terrorists in the early 1980s 
on the condition that they renounced their 
activities. 

At least six neo-nazis who were wanted 
for terror attacks in West Germany are now 
known to have been resident in East 
Germany before moving on to various 
Arab countries. 

Two of these, Udo Albrecht and Odfried 
Hepp, were categorised as “extremely 
dangerous extremists” and Hepp was later 
arrested in the Paris apartment of the 
French representative of the Palestine 
Liberation Front. 

Recently, the West German State 
Prosecutor, von Stahl, issued a statement in 
which he said that Hepp, convicted for 
murder in 1987, confirmed that in 1983 he 
was in East Germany for several months. 

The MfS had allowed him to stay but 
after he refused to “live a normal life”, he 
was given 10,000 DM (£3,400) and a false 
passport with which to disappear to the 
Middle East. His final destination there has 
not yet been disclosed. 
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Nazi numbers grow 


The number of active neo-nazis in the 
unified Germany has doubled to around 
77,000, says Peter Frisch, deputy chief of 
Germany’s internal security service, the 
Verfassungsschutz. 

According to the Verfassungsschutz, last 
year the number of neo-nazis in West 
Germany increased by 28 per cent to an 
estimated 38,500. Now, warned Frisch, 
there are as many in the former East 
Germany as in West Germany, which is 
four times bigger. 

Frisch called this growth “alarming”, 
said the “potential for violence is 
enormous” and urged the activities of the 
Verfassungsschutz to be extended to the 
former German Democratic Republic. 

These figures accurately reflect the 
growing fascist danger in Germany, which 
has begun to frighten both West Germany’s 
four million and East Germany’s 191,000- 
strong foreign populations as well as the 
Jewish community in both parts of 
Germany. 

In the recent elections held in Bavaria 
and the five new East German states, 
although fascist organisations did not 
succeed in getting elected, they certainly 
gathered thousands of votes. 

For example, in Bavaria ex-SS man 
Franz Schénhuber’s Republikaner Party 
narrowly missed crossing the five per cent 
barrier to win seats in the state parliament. 

Nevertheless they won 342,995 votes 
while another fascist outfit, the Ecological 
Democratic Party (ODP), gained 76,674 
votes, making a total of 419,669 votes for a 
“Fourth Reich”. 

In the East, where the fascist emphasis is 
much more on violent street action, the 
fascists of the Republikaner and _ their 
electoral neo-nazi rivals, the National- 
demokratische Partei Deutschlands, still 
contrived to grab over 81,000 votes with 
only small lists of candidates. 

Anti-fascists in East Germany say that 
the young age — over 75 per cent are aged 
under 25 — of the fascists and their 
leadership there is a particular cause for 
concern. 


Jews under threat 


“Jews in Berlin are reduced to a feeling of 
fear and threat”. These words form part of 
an urgent appeal “for respect for the Jews, 
both the living and the dead”, issued by the 
Adass Yisroel Jewish community in the 


city. 
The appeal is not dated 1931 or 1932 but 
September 1990 and, though it was 


distributed to the international press, has 
been almost totally ignored. 

However it represents the real and 
growing anxiety felt by many Jews in 
Germany in the situation of rising fascist 
violence that has developed in the past 12 
months. 

In particular, the wave of nazi violence 
against Jewish cemeteries is continuing. In 
addition to the latest vandalism against the 
Adass Yisroel cemetery in Berlin in which 
12 gravestones were smashed and daubed, 
new desecrations have been reported 
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further south in Vaihingen, where 138 
gravestones were torn up and sprayed with 
SS-runes and swastikas, and in 
Markgr6ningen, where the walis of the 
cemetery were daubed with nazi slogans. 

A few days after these attacks, bringing 
the total to 17 in the state of Baden- 
Wiirttemberg this year, four young people, 
two men and two women, aged between 16 
and 21, were arrested. They have admitted 
the offences and are known to belong to the 
nazi skinhead scene. 

In the state capital of Stuttgart, a special 
police unit established to investigate the 
attacks has announced the arrest of two 
men in connection with other incidents. 

The two, a 20-year-old student and a 19- 
year-old hairdresser, have been charged 
with vandalising Jewish graves between 
December of last year and the beginning of 
September 1990. 

In particular, they are accused of 
criminally damaging cemeteries in 
Kiisterdingen, Hechingen and Tiibingen 
and of daubing neo-nazi graffiti. 

There is strong police suspicion that the 
hairdresser was also the ring-leader of the 
fascist gang that wrecked a Jewish 
cemetery in Stuttgart where over £70,000 
damage was done in an orgy of destruction. 

Police are now investigating the attack 
on the historic Jewish cemetery at Ihringen 
am Kaiserstuhl, where last month over 
4,000 people gathered in a silent march to 
protest at the antisemitic outrages. 

These arrests are only the latest. 
Already, two other men from Tiibingen 
and Stuttgart are being held for a series of 
similar offences. 


Violence shocks 
MEP 


The extent of daily neo-nazi violence in the 
former German Democratic Republic has 
been highlighted by a personal report from 
British Labour European Parliament 
Member Mike Hindley to Searchlight. 

Mr Hindley was in the town of 
Greifswald with a group of other MEPs 
who were monitoring the elections in the 
five new German states. 

After attending a meeting at which 
German chancellor Helmut Kohl had 
spoken, Mr Hindley and his companions 
decided to go for a cup of coffee and went to 
the Amberland cafe in the town’s 
Bachstrasse. 

“When we got there, I was shocked and 
sickened by the scene”, said the MEP. “The 
plate glass windows of the cafe had been 
smashed in and there was a howling mob of 
neo-nazis outside”. 

Mr Hindley went on: “A young woman 
had stopped a piece of concrete or a heavy 
stone and was bleeding badly from the 
head. Even so, the neo-nazis continued to 
try to force entry to the cafe. Eventually 
police in riot gear turned up but nobody 
was arrested”. 

Mr Hindley said that the most likely 
motive for the attack was that the cafe was 
frequented by local left-wingers and anti- 
fascists. 


Survivors voice 
reunification fears 


A unique gathering of anti-nazi resistance 
fighters and Holocaust survivors took place 
in the German Parliament building in Bonn 
last month within a public hearing on 
German reunification and its dangers. 

Organised by the German Green 
Member of the European Parliament, 
Claudia Roth, and a highly capable team of 
assistants, the 200-strong assembly heard 
moving speeches from Auschwitz survivors 
Rose Goldstein, Erika Landau and Esther 
Bejerano who described their experiences 
at the hands of the nazis and their fears of | 
the new unified Germany. 

The meeting also heard speeches from 
former Dutch resistance fighters Mirjam 
Ohringer and Truus Menger and _ the 
deputy president of the Israeli Parliament, 
Chaika Grossman, a_ former Polish 
partisan. 

The speakers dealt extensively with the 
theme summed up by Israeli authoress Lea 
Fleischmann who said that “the feelings of 
the victims will play no role in Germany” 
and expressed shock at the speed with 
which neo-nazism, racism and antisemitism 
had begun to grow again in Germany. 

Among speakers dealing with the 
present growth of fascism were veteran 
anti-fascist Emil Carlebach, Romany and 
Sinti leader Fatima Hartmann and a 
Searchlight journalist. 

Though the press chose completely to 
ignore the contributions of those who 
presented detailed information on what is 
happening now, the gathering was an 
undoubted success. 

As one of the women who survived the 
Holocaust put it: “It is very important that 
this event was initiated by someone who, 
unlike Helmut Kohl and others, could see 
fascism through the eyes of its victims”. 


Nazi rioter killed 


A fascist football rioter was killed and 
several others seriously wounded by police 
in Leipzig last month. 

The incident, the latest in which police 
have resorted to live ammunition, started 
when a mob of over 600 hooligans, many of 
them skinheads, marched through the 
city’s Leutsch district after a match 
between FC Berlin and FC Sachsen 
Leipzig, leaving a trail of smashed shop 
windows and overturned and burned cars 
behind them. 

Police who tried to disperse them with 
tear-gas and batons at the Leutsch station 
found themselves surrounded and 
bombarded with stones, flares, pieces of 
iron and cannisters of irritant gas. 

Said one officer: “They were filled with 
hate and were screaming ‘Heil Hitler’.” 

Even after the police opened fire, the 
mob was not deterred but went into central 
Leipzig, breaking shop windows, looting 
and destroying three police cars and 15 
private vehicles before being finally 
dispersed. 


AUSTRALIA 


League of Rights calls for 
immigration referendum 


For a while, rumours have circulated that 
the Australian League of Rights operates, 
as does the Jewish religion, according to the 
lunar calendar. Evidence was provided by 
the fact that the League’s annual 
conference is customarily held on the 
Jewish Day of Atonement. Less perceptive 
observers have postulated that this practice 
may simply be an attempt to exclude Jewish 
observers from the League’s events. 

However, this year saw a break in 
tradition and it meant that the tentacles of 
the Zionist conspiracy — in the form of 
your erstwhile Searchlight reporter — 
could attend this year’s gathering. 

Approximately 150 people flocked to the 
1990 Aryan bash, which was held in 
downtown Melbourne. The weekend of 
festivities commenced with the annual 
dinner on Friday night, which was 
addressed by Mr Bruce Ruxton, a well- 
known public figure who heads the 
Returned Servicemen’s League and _ is 
renowned for his bigoted views when it 
comes to migrants. Much (white) wine and 
(German) beer was consumed as attendees 
swapped stories of how they too had failed 
to increase the League’s membership in 
their region over the past year. 

The serious business of the conference 
began on Saturday, the opening address 
being delivered by an antisemite who many 
believe to be almost as old as time itself. 
Eric Butler, the Fuhrer of the League, 
welcomed his motley crew of aging 
European immigrants and old time country 
bumpkins. Unfortunately, we were not 
treated to a keynote address from this 
dinosaur of the Australian racist right, who 
restricted his comments to introductions to 
each of the three main speakers and several 
plugs for the literary masterpieces that 
were on Sale in the adjoining room. And 
what a feast for connoisseurs of literature 
they were. Your intrepid Searchlight 
reporter ventured into the bookroom and 
helped himself to a number of goodies 
including The Protocols of Elders of Zion, 
The Leuchter Report, The Hoax of the 
Twentieth Century by Butz and Lillenthal’s 
The Zionist Connection. The writer regrets 
to inform avid Searchlight readers that he 
forgot to pay for these masterpieces and 
indeed went so far as to help himself to a 
portion of the takings in the collection tin to 
reimburse himself for other expenses 
incurred during the day! 

The theme of the three speakers was 
immigration and how Australia is being 
overrun by the peoples of the Third World. 
There were the usual rants about “Australia 
for Australians” and “Jobs for Australians” 
and these were lapped up by the attentive 
audience. However, as many nazi watchers 
are well aware, the League of Rights is not 
simply an anti-immigration organisation 
but also subscribes to some well- 
trammelled views about the Jewish people. 

One of the speakers, Mr Nigel Jackson, 
(a teacher at a leading Melbourne Public 


School) launched into a tirade about The 
Leuchter Report and the hoax of the 
Holocaust. From what was said, this writer 
could only conclude that Mr Jackson is not 
a regular Searchlight reader and therefore 
is not aware of the cross-examination of Mr 
Leuchter at the Ziindel trial in Canada, 
which showed that this self-styled scientific 
expert was as well qualified to scientifically 
question the existence of gas chambers as 
Mr Gerry Gable would be to speak on the 
mating habits of the Mongolian shrew! 
However, this point seemed amiss and 
Mr Jackson’s credibility was enhanced 
when a woman from the audience stood up 
and claimed that she too had been at 
Birkenau during the second world war and

Holocaust revisionist historians had ever 
claimed. She asserted that heads were 
shaved to get rid of lice, that showers were 
only for delousing and that no mass 
exterminations took place at these camps. 
The audience cried and whooped with joy 
but no one stopped to question whether the 
unknown lady was really ever an inmate at 
Birkenau or, if she was, whether she had in 
fact been one of the prison guards. 

So after a weekend of excitement, the 
loyal troops of the League of Rights 
returned home, weary after two days of 
stimulating discussion and __ political 
education. They left, clutching copies of 
the voting form that the League hopes to 
distribute to all Australians — its very own 
“Referendum on Immigration” — which is 
the latest wheeze that Eric Butler and his 
cohorts have come up with. 

Readers in Britain and elsewhere may 
rest assured that this bunch of loony nazis 
will continue to be impeded at their every 
step. 


Chinese welcome Moonie car maker 


Hong Kong business publications have 
recently carried stories on the Panda Motor 
Corporation, which is setting up a $250 
million (£126 million) car-making plant in 
the Danshui area of MHuizhou, in 
Guangdong. 

It has been described as the single largest 
American investment in China, and the 
company plans to produce 300,000 cars by 
1995. This is more than 10 times the output 
at Shanghai’s Volkswagen plant, currently 
the biggest car manufacturer in China. 

Panda is based in Virginia, and presents 
itself as just another US car-maker, but in 
fact it is a Moonie-backed firm run and 
financed by South Koreans. 

Sun Myung Moon’s right-hand man and 
publisher of the Washington Times, 
Colonel Bo Hi Pak, is a director, as are 
other Moonies. A former US ambassador 
and right-wing activist, Douglas 
MacArthur II (General MacArthur’s 
nephew), is chairman. 

If clams by PMC spokesman Craig Deeb 
that many of the Korean staff and directors 
visited the Chinese plant last June are to be 
believed, one assumes that China knows it 
is dealing with Koreans, if not Moonies. 

Another major investor is Tong II 


Industries, South Korea’s second-largest 
car parts manufacturer, and Moon’s 
biggest corporate backer. 

The project, announced last September, 
is said to have the blessing of the central 
government, and has cheered China, which 
has been suffering from lacklustre foreign 
investment since the 4 June massacre. 

Moon has also recently attempted to 
drop his vociferous anti-communism in an 
attempt to woo Chinese Government 
support for his business ventures. 

In a Seoul speech last October, Moon 
said that the decline of the Eastern 
European regimes and economic reforms 
in China could lead to reunification of the 
two Koreas. 

He went on: “Beyond the simple 
management of a company, this Panda 
project is meant to create a constructive 
relationship with the top leadership in 
Beijing so that we might become partners 
in anew Asian-Pacific era, and this will also 
eventually influence Kim I[]-Sung in North 
Korea. I have never seen this China project 
separated from the dimension of securing 
peace in Korea”.

Zyklon B traces 
found at Auschwitz 


New analysis of the remains of gas 
chambers at the former nazi Auschwitz- 
Birkenau death camp in Poland has shown 
clear traces of the Zyklon B poison gas that 
was used to murder four million people 
there during the second world war. 

According to the official Polish press 
agency, PAP, the latest tests were carried 
out by members of the Legal Medical 
Commission from nearby Cracow. 

At present, the Auschwitz camp is the 
subject of a major controversy following 
the Polish authorities’ alteration of the 
number of dead from four million to one 
million on the Birkenau camp memorial. 

While some Jewish organisations have 
agreed with this, others like German 
Jewish community leader Heinz Galinski 
have labelled it “a mockery of the 
murdered”. 

Two major international organisations of 
survivors, the International Auschwitz 
Committee and the _ International 
Federation of Resistance Fighters (FIR), 
have added their criticisms. 

Kurt Goldstein, secretary of the FIR, 
described the alteration of the memorial as 
“a desecration and said that camp survivors 
would lodge protests with the directors of 
the museum there. 


USSR 


Gorbachev urges 
action against 
racism 


Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev has 
urged members of the ruling Communist 
Party to act to prevent the Soviet Union 
from disintegrating into racist-inspired 
conflict. 

In a speech to the party Central 
Committee, Mr Gorbachev warned that “an 
atmosphere of nationalist hatred is 
threatening to reproduce the tragedy of the 
Lebanon”. He criticised the mass media for 
publicising what he called “the evil, 
diabolical activities of subversive groups 
and their fascist cabals”. 

Gorbachev’s warning came in the wake 
of Soviet television revelations naming 
Ivan Polozkov, a top member of the 
Russian CP, as a supporter of anti- 
semitism. 

Polozkov was pinpointed by Andrei 
Makarov, the state prosecutor in the recent 
Moscow trial of the rabid fascist and anti- 
semite, Konstantin Smirnov-Ostashvili, 
who was jailed for two years for his part in 
wrecking a meeting of the Soviet Writers’ 
Union. 

When sentence was passed on Ostashvili, 
he and his black-shirted Pamyat supporters 
screamed anti-Jewish insults. Later, police 
broke up a Pamyat attempt to hold a 
protest meeting outside the court. 
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The incidents gained widespread 
publicity and Makarov fired a further shot 
across the bows of the racists in a televised 
interview in which he said that serious 
forces stood behind Pamyat. 

In particular, he described Polozkov as 
being “linked to Russian nationalists, 
chauvinists and antisemites”. Senior Soviet 
Foreign Ministry official Yuri Reshetov has 
urged tougher action against the growing 
activities of antisemites. 

In an interview with the Literary Gazette, 
Reshetov, who heads the Department for 
Humanitarian Cooperation, said: “In 
August, the Moscow 
daubed with antisemitic slogans. We have 
to find the culprits and punish them 
severely”. “The law — enforcement 
agencies”, he added, “have not embarked 
on a struggle against everyday anti- 
semitism”. 

Reshetov’s statement has been echoed 
by Soviet Academy of Sciences member 
Vladimir Nosenko, an expert on Middle 
East affairs, who has said that some Arab 
embassies in Moscow are known financial 
backers of Pamyat.

Voican warns 
against 
antisemitism 


A leading Romanian National Salvation 
Front politician, Gelu Voican, has called 
on all parties and groups to stand up to anti-

semitism in the country. 

Said Mr Voican: “The rise in anti- 
semitism is now more dangerous than ever 
because the poison is being given to an 
entire generation which knows nothing of 
the Holocaust”. 

Warning of the hatred behind growing 
racism, he added: “Now the image of a dirty 
blood-drinking Jew is being exposed daily 
and the danger is not just for the small 
Jewish community but for the whole 
Romanian people because it means fascism 
and destabilisation”. 


CHILE 


German colonists 
accused of torture 


The nazi-inspired German colony, Colonia 
Dignidad, has been exposed as a secret 
prison and torture centre of the former 
fascist dictatorship of General Augusto 
Pinochet. 

Chilean trade union leader Nelson 
Fuentes is among several torture victims 
who have come forward to identify Colonia 
Dignidad as the place where they were 
tortured. 

Fuentes says he was held there for 
several months and subjected to beatings 
and electric shocks after being arrested for 
resistance activities in April 1975. 

A Member of Chile’s Parliament, Sergio 
Aguillo, has now demanded that the colony 
should be closed down and its residents 
deported to Germany. 


A Scrape of Time 
by Ida Fink 


Ida Fink was born in Poland in 1921. She 
lived in a ghetto in 1942 and then in hiding 
for the rest of the war. A Scrape of Time 
was first published in the United States, 
Germany, Israel and Holland, where in 
1985 it received the first Anne Frank prize 
for literature. 

A Scrape of Time is a beautiful and 
unique book yet it is almost too painful to 
read. This book allows us an insight to a 
world we would prefer to ignore; it raises 
questions we are afraid to confront; it gives 
a voice to those we would rather stay silent. 

This collection of stories deals with those 
Jews who attempted to survive the war in 
hiding in Poland. There are no heroes or 
larger than life characters, no brave 
resistance fighters or charismatic spiritual 
leaders. Ida Fink deals with ordinary 
people and depicts with simple clarity both 
the will to survive and the effect on the 


individual personality of the confrontation 
with evil. 

Fear, helplessness and guilt are the 
constant themes of the book. We are shown 
how those attempting to survive in hiding 
lived in constant fear of discovery by the 
Germans and betrayal by the Poles. With 
horrifying simplicity we are told how 
people lived in pigsties and bunkers for 
months on end. We are presented with the 
dilemmas and questions that must haunt 
those who survived to this day. 

Ida Fink does not deal with the most 
obvious symbols of the shoah; there are no 


cattle trucks or gas ovens, yet she takes us 


to the heart of the shoah. We realise that all 
those who remain are only survivors in the 
sense that they are still alive. Most, if not 
all, owe this to luck. The almost unbearable 
irony is that those who saw the destruction 
of their families and people, who were 
forced to live in indescribable conditions 
and were divested of all characteristics of a 
civilised life can be called lucky. 

A Scrape of Time is an important and 
beautifully written book that will take its 
place alongside the work of Primo Levi, Eli 
Wiesel and Andre Shwartz-Bart. Ida Fink 
describes the reality of life for the Jews of 
Poland trying to outwit the nazis’ attempt 
at genocide. Through confrontation with 
this reality and the emotions and fears 
elucidated, the reader is forced to ask 
questions of himself and the society within 
which he lives. It is this perhaps that 
elevates A Scrape of Time from a work of 
art to a masterpiece. 
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Racists in funds 


The racist and antisemitic Liberty Lobby, 
founded by Willis Carto, is on the verge 
of receiving a multi-million dollar 
inheritance, it has been reported in the 
USA recently. 

Already Liberty Lobby spreads _ its 
message of hate to millions of people via its 
access to no fewer than 147 radio stations. 
And last year it bought a network of its 
own, the Sun Radio Network, based in 
Tampa, Florida. 

Additional broadcasting outlets include 
a slice of Kayla Satellite Broadcasting in 
Wisconsin, which features a daily two- 
hour-long Liberty Lobby talk show under 
the title “Radio Free America”. 

This programme is also transmitted on 
short wave to listeners in Europe, South 
America, the Middle East and India by the 


Nashville-based World-Wide Christian 
Radio. 
Carto’s activities look set to be 


intensified by a massive cash injection of 
around $35 million, left to Liberty Lobby 
by an American woman who died five years 
ago in Geneva. 

Two other Carto-linked organisations, 
the League for the Survival of Freedom and 
the Institute for Historical Review, also 
stand to gain from the bequest. 

Liberty Lobby has 25,000 members and a 
circulation of well over 100,000 for its hate- 
sheet, The Spotlight. 


Nazi leader 
convicted 


The US nazi White Aryan Resistance 
movement (WAR) suffered a devastating 
blow last month with the conviction of its 
leader, Tom Metzger, and his bonehead- 
leader son, John, for the racist murder of an 
Ethiopian. 

The jury in the case awarded $12.5 
million (£6.26 million) damages against the 
Metzgers and two others involved in the 
killing. 

The latest conviction is the second blow 
delivered to racist extremists in the USA in 
the last three years. In 1987 the Southern 
Poverty Law Centre — which brought the 
prosecution against the Méetzgers 
successfully sued the United Klans of 
America after a racist killing. 

Anti-racists now hope that the Metzger 
verdict will bankrupt WAR as did the case 
against the United Klans of America. Tom 
Metzger has claimed that his personal 
assets are worth less than $100,000 but 
researchers say that his house alone is 
worth four times that amount. 


Leading Holocaust | 
revisionist dies 


David McCalden, the Belfast-born ultra- 
loyalist and ex-National Front member, has 
died at the age of 39 from AIDS-related 
causes. 

McCalden, who with the late John 
Kingsley Read led the walk-out of the 
National Party from the NF in 1976, had 
been resident in Los Angeles for many 
years. 

His death will leave a big gap in the ranks 
of the Holocaust denial merchants, of 
whom he was one of the most sophisticated, 
despite his apparent inability to work with 
others on a long-term basis.

McCalden’s death is only one of a series 
of problems currently besetting the anti- 
semitic historical revisionism industry. One 
of its alleged experts, phoney engineer 
Fred Leuchter, 47, has also got himself into 
deep trouble. 

Leuchter, who has only a history degree, 
likes to parade himself as a technical expert 
on “execution technology” and claims 
special knowledge without any 
legitimate qualifications — on electric 
chairs, lethal-injection machines and 
scaffolds. 

But macabre though this is, it pales into 
insignificance compared with his main 
claim to notoriety: the bizarre suggestion 
that there were no gas chambers in the nazi 
Auschwitz death camp. 

Leuchter’s 1988 report, financed with 
$37,000 (£18,500) from Canadian nazi 
Ernst Ziindel and __ enthusiastically 
promoted by British historian David 
Irving, has been used as a bible by anti- 
semites across the globe. 

Now, after being a key witness in 
Ziindel’s trial, he finds himself in the dock 
in his home town’ of Malden, 
Massachusetts, for practising engineering 
without a licence and could face three 
months in prison if convicted. 

It is noteworthy that the case has not 
been brought against him and his firm, Fred 
Leuchter Associated Inc, by potential 
victims, but by Holocaust survivors who 
have publicly branded him a liar. 


SWITZERLAND 


Refugees bombed 


Organised racists were in action again in 
October with further attacks on refugees 
and on a journalist’s home. 

The first attack, a bomb attempt on a 
reporter who is based in Winterthur, took 
place after he had infiltrated neo-nazi 
groups to gather information on_ their 
activities. Luckily, nobody was hurt. 

The Winterthur district attorney is 
“taking seriously” suggestions that the 
attack was the work of fascists and has been 
handed evidence linking it with them. 

In the second attack, a bomb went off at a 
refugee centre housing 17 people in 
Weinfelden. The device had been placed in 
the centre’s waiting room and exploded 
late at night. Though no one was hurt, the 
refugees were too afraid to inform the 
police until the next morning because this 
would have meant leaving the hostel. 

Later, police arrested a 17-year-old 
apprentice who was known to have been in 
possession of explosives for several weeks. 

Within days of this, shots were fired at a 
refugee centre for Turkish people in Stans 
in central Switzerland and a Yugoslav was 
shot and wounded in the town of Bach in 
the Schwyz district.

Police attack anti- 
racist protestors 


Oslo police attacked anti-racist 
demonstrators last month in what has been 
described as Norway’s most violent police 
action since the second world war. 

The violence was sparked off by a public 
debate at Oslo University on the theme of 
“nationalism”, in which two fascists, Heue 
Gofteland of the National Democrats and 
apartheid supporter Erik Gjems-Onstad, 
took part. 

When news of their participation leaked 
out, over 1,000 students and other anti- 
racists mobilised to protest and gather 
outside the meeting. 

First they found their way barred by 
barriers and were then subjected to a 
surprise attack in which 150 riot police used 
batons and tear-gas freely. Police horses 
were also used to gallop into the crowd at 
high speed and several demonstrators were 
injured. There were no arrests. 

Anger among anti-racists in Oslo is 
running high because of an increasingly 
violent campaign by racists who have been 
isolating and beating anti-fascists and 
harassing gay people in recent weeks. 

The anti-racist movement in Norway also 
suffered a blow last month with the death, 
at the age of 70, of the life-long anti-racist 
activist and artist, Ruth Reese. 

Born in the USA, Ruth later settled in 
Norway and made an _ inestimable 
contribution to the fight against racism and 
injustice through her music and theatre. 

Anti-racists mourn her death deeply.

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Remembrance Sunday — fascists flop 


The two major anti-fascist activities in 
Britain on Remembrance Sunday left 
the British nazi movement in the 
dumps. 

In London in one of the lowest turnouts 
by the National Front ever, 227 fascists saw 
a number of their Ulster Defence 
Association and Ulster Volunteer Force 
sympathisers chased around the West End 
by some of the 500 to 600 activists from 
London Anti-Fascist Action and_ the 
National Union of Students. 

Despite the large numbers of police 
present to protect the NF marchers and 
keep the anti-fascists at bay, the moral 
victory in terms of numbers was clear. This 
might have been one of the reasons for the 
failed attempt to bomb AFA’s East 
London meeting in Tower Hamlets a few 
days later. 

In York more than 400 students were 
addressed by trade unionists, student 
leaders, MEPs and a_ speaker from 
Searchlight. Hundreds of copies of 
Searchlight were sold during the day and 
the best the British National Party could do 
was to cover the city in crude anti-Jewish 
stickers the night before.
